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CHAD: Cease-fire Established 

President Malloum and Prime Minister and former Mus- 
lim rebel leader Habre agreed to a cease-fire late Wed- 
nesday, ending two days of heavy fighting in Nd:]amena. 
Habre 's forces still control the predominantly Muslim 
African section in the capital, Malloum' s troops have 
secured the administrative center, and French troops are 
positioned around the airport and in residential areas 
of Europeans. The Sudanese, who reportedly were instru- 
mental in arranging the truce, hope to convince the two 
Chadian leaders to negotiate. Given the mutual distrust 

between Malloum and Habre, we doubt that the Pr esident 

will give in to Habre' s demands for m ore power.' 
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ROMANIA; Oil Imports 

According to the US Embassy in Kuwait, the Romanian 
Ambassador reports his country has faxled in its attempt 
to buy Saudi Arabian crude oil to replace Iranian sup- 
plies— the source of about 30 percent of Romania s crude 
imports. Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates also have 
turned down Romanian requests for additional supplies. 
Romania has unsuccessfully appealed to the Departm 
of State for assistance in arranging a deal for 20,0UU 
barrels per day of Middle East crude from US companies. 

If Romania is forced to obtain oil at higher spot market 
prices, it probably will have to cut planned oil imports, 
which would redu ce its hard-currency earnings from oii 
product exports.
